gold prices high, 
u.s. dollar 
still low 


LONDON (UPI) - T h e U.S. 
dollar remained under siege on 
money markets today, with gold 
prices at a two-year high and the 
dollar at low levels in Europe. 
In the Far East, gold hit a 15- 
year peak on the Hong Kong 
market. 
Dealers called markets hectic 
and highly nervous and said 
price movements were erratic 
for gold and currencies. The 
dollar improved slightly on the 
Frankfurt market, for example, 
over Monday’s 22-year low 
Dealers biamed distrust of the 
U.S. dollar for straining the 
global money system, as well as 
publicity for the weekend report 
of 
a 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
subcommittee which discussed 
dollar devaluation. These deve­ 
lopments followed a long run of 
depressing U.S. economic news 
and fears that declining U.S. 
gold stocks might prompt a gold 
policy switch. 


The nervousness reached the 
Hong Kong gold market where 
gold reached $40.50 an ounce, a 
15-year high. 
In Zurich, the Swiss National 
Bank and the country’s top 
banks met today to discuss 
additional steps to halt the rush 
of dollars into Switzerland. The 
Swiss moves followed similar 
French currency controls last 
Wednesday, designed to insulate 
France 
from 
international 
speculation. The French action 
first 
triggered 
the 
present 
currency turmoil. 
The price of gold in London 
and Zurich fell a bit today but 
dealers said it was making wild 
price swings and was still at 
two-year highs. 
In 
Frankfurt, 
the 
dollar 
staged a slight recovery, but 
was still at a two-year low. The 
Monday low represented a 7.8 
per cent devaluation of the 
dollar in relation to the mark. 


Any devaluation of the dollar, 
if 
it 
did 
come, 
would 
not 
necessarily change prices of 
American-produced goods in the 
United States but would affect 
U.S. tourists abroad, who would 
get less foreign currency for 
their dollars. 


The cost of goods imported to 
the United States would be 
affected immediately. For ex­ 
ample, 
if 
the 
dollar 
were 
devalued from its current $2.40 
to the British pound to $3.00, a 
$2,400 British car would cost 
$3,000. 


The gold 
price in London 
reached its highest level since 
the two-tier system for gold 
dealing, introduced in March, 
1968. left gold free to find its 
own 
level 
based 
on

fundamental law of economics 
—supply and demand. 


The stronger the demand and

the higher the price. 
The official gold price is $35 
an ounce, set by the United 
States in depression era 1934. 
Under the two-tier system,

$1.9 million city budget, vowing to remain until the wee hours of the 
morning if necessary.

Committee postpones action 
on General Plan change 


A decision on amendments to the County General 
Plan as affects Vandenberg Village was again delayed 
last night by the Citizen s Advisory Committee at a 
meeting held in the Veterans Memorial Building. 
It is expected that a recommendation will be made 
to the County Planning Commission at another 
meeting set for 7:30 p.m. Monday August 23 in the 
same location. 
A motion to approve the changes in Vandenberg 
Village, including condominiums on a tive-acre parcel 
on 
Burton-Mesa 
Boulevard 
near 
Constellation 
Avenue, by Hugh D. Young was put aside in favor of a 
tabling motion by Walter Holmdahl, The vote was 11- 
4 
Committee members sought additional time for 
private investigation of the matter. 
The meeting opened last night with George Kam mer 
of the County Planning Department presenting an 
over-all general plan of the Village area incorporating 
former plans of 1961, 1965 and the recently approved 
circulation plan of the area. Kam mer stated that the 
present plan calls for a population density of 18,587. 
Norman Ellertson, 248 Antares Ave., speaking as 
the spokesman for the Citizens Against Rezoning 
Committee, termed the issue a threat to “ family, 
home and community." He presented a three-page 
“ appraisal of the rezoning proposals for Vandenberg 
Village” calling for nine recommendations. 
Among the recommendations were a proposal for 
additional recreational areas with a section of each 
zoned for neighborhood parks and a section in the 
northerly part of the development and on the westerly 
perimeter of the community zoned for a neighborhood 
park 
He asked that the rezoning for high density 
housing in the country club area be approved. 


His organization also called for the denial of 
rezoning for more high density housing in the rear of 
and to the side of present apartment buildings stating 
that this density should be placed where designed in 
the 1965 general plan. 
Ellertson also called for denial of additional 
planned commercial 
at Constellation and Burton 
Mesa and on the easterly side of Constellation 
Boulevard 
between Lompoc-Casmalia Road 
and 
Burton Mesa Boulevard and approval of high density 
housing by the proposed elementary school, but the 
part of the development surrounded on three sides by 
houses be moved to the westerly side of the proposed 
junior high school. He asked that highway - related 
commercial 
be 
approved 
at 
the 
corners 
of 
Constellation and Lompoc-Casmalia Road off and on 
ramps and that the highly controversial condominium 
project on Burton Mesa go where designated on the 
1965 general plan. He stated that the five-acre parcel 
should be zoned for professional doctor and druggist 
offices as specified in Ordinance 1366. 
Committee member Hugh D. Young asked the 
audience how many were from Vandenberg Village 
and how' many agree that Ellertson was speaking for 
the Village, th e answer was mixed by a show of 
hands.

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Supervisors bewildered 
by arguments for 
two redistricting plans

Planners set parking hearing 


The Board of Supervisors appeared 
bewildered. There was Planning Director 
Herbert H. Divelbiss, chairman of the 
County 
Redistricting 
Committee, 
presenting committee-backed proposals 
for redistricting on one side of the room. 
And on the other side was County Clerk J. 
E. Lewis pinning up maps and trying to 
convince the board that his redistricting 
proposal was better. Lewis, a member of 
the redistricting committee, was, in effect, 
presenting a “ minority map" not given 
sanction by the majority on the committee. 
Already split on the issue, the three 
South Coast supervisors hardly knew what 
to make of this puzzler, especially since 
Lewis’ population figures were described 
by Divelbiss as being about “ 9,000 people 
off.” 
The board finally decided on a two-week 
continuance, until Aug. 23 at 11 a m., 
before picking up the raveled redistricting 
case for another try at a decision. And the 
committee was instructed to “ meet some 
more.” 
If the board doesn't agree prior to Nov. 1. 
it is required to turn over the matter to a 
county committee for a decision. 
The 
committee would include Lewis, District 
Attorney David D. Minier and Assessor 
Harry W. Holmqflist. At least most of the 
supervisors want to make the decision 
themselves. 
The committee’s first-rated plan would 
extend the Second District into Goleta 
Valley north of U.S. 101 as far as Fairview, 
and another proposal would have the 
Second District expand into Santa Ynez 
Valley, including Buellton. 
Santa Ynez 
Valley is in the Third District with Goleta 
Valley, while Buellton is now the eastern 
end of the Fourth District. 
Lewis felt it would be better to extend 
the First District from its westerly limits 
on the northwest Santa Barbara city area 
into Goleta Valley. 
He claimed in this 
manner, fewer voters would suffer loss of a 
vote in the next supervisorial election. 
The committee has never seen fit to give 
endorsement to this plan, and 
First 
District Supervisor George H. Clyde and 
Second District Supervisor Charles F. 
Catterlin evidently feel other proposals to 
move the First District farther into Santa 
Barbara and the Second District west or 
public. 


northwest are preferable. 
Divelbiss 
said Lewis’ map “ shows a 
difference in population of 9,000 between 
the First and Second Districts.” 
Lewis retorted he was using Planning 
Department figures. But it was not clear 
whether Lewis was using 1970 census 
figures, as required, or planning estimate 
figures. 
Committee proposals, said Divelbiss, 
were “ carefully calculated” to show all 
districts having approximately the same 
population, on advice of County Counsel 
George Kading a committee member. 
This is approximately 52,860 for each 
district. 
The Third District must lose 
almost 13,000 to one or more other districts 
to be equalized. 
Fifth District Supervisor Curtis Tunnell 
rapped Lewis' map as applying to his 
district. 
“ I don't like the funny-looking line you’ve 
got in Santa Maria Valley,” he said. “ It 
doesn't make sense to me. 
The two 
committee proposals do make sense.” 
Lewis said “ school district lines were 
being followed.” when Tunnell asked if 
precinct lines were being followed. 
“ We haven't followed school district 
lines in redistricting for some time," 
declared Divelbiss. 
Tunnell and Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie aren't quarreling about 
their boundaries. 
They’ve agreed that 
Guadalupe should be retained in the Fifth 
District, with a division of Orcutt between 
the two districts and Los Alamos going to 
the Fourth District. 
Tunnell 
said 
his 
constituents 
are 
beginning to talk up the changes as 
proposed and felt they should be given 
more time to make their feelings known 
before the board takes a final county-wide 
decision. He also felt the three South Coast 
supervisors should thrash out their own 
differences. 
Beattie 
thought 
the 
redistricting 
committee could confer with the three 
South Coast supervisors and reach an 
agreement on the South Coast and Santa 
Ynez Valley. 
County Counsel Kading agreed this would 
be a violation of the Brown anti-secrecy 
act. Beattie then said they could meet in

South looked at d u m m y 
with a jaundiced eye. He 
t h o u g h t rather unhappily 
about how his partner had 
punished him for overcalling 
with only a four-card suit. 
Not that South’s overcall was 
really bad. E v e r y o n e has 
made worse overcalls every 
day of the week. 
Then South started to take 
stock to see if he could save 
anything from the wreckage. 
He could see five losers out­ 
side the trump suit. The best 
he could hope for would be 
to get out for m i n u s 500 
points. 
What could the e n e m y 
make in spades. South was 
l o o k i n g at three aces. If 
trumps were going to divide 
2-2 his p a r t n e r ’s king of 
trumps would be enough to 
set four spades. 
Since the game was match- 
point duplicate, South noted 
that if hearts d i v i d e d 3-1 
there would be a lot of East- 
West pairs bidding and mak­ 
ing four spades for a score 
of 620. In that case, while 
minus 500 would not be any­ 
thing to write home about, it 
would be a r e s p e c t a b l e 
score. So South decided to 
play the hand for a 3-1 trump 
split. 
He reviewed the bidding 
and decided that East was 
likely to be short.

Fifty or more small Carpinteria Valley 
farm units 
now ineligible tor inclusion 
into the county’s burgeoning agricultural 
preserve program 
conceivably could 
apply

concessions as a result of action taken 
Monday by the Board of Supervisors. 


The board approved liberalized new 
criteria for preserves as recommended by 
the County Agricultural Preserve Advisory 
Committee 
headed 
by 
County 
Farm 
Advisor 
George 
Goodall. 
Valley 
agriculturalists said they felt “ at least 50 
parcels would be eligible. 


It was agreed to allow farm economic 
units of a minimum of five acres to make 
up portions of a minimum 40-acre preserve 
of 
prime 
land, 
provided 
they 
were 
contiguous properties and all came into the 
program at once. Such smaller units would 
have to show gross sales of agricultural 
products of at least $5,000 the past three 
years, or a potential of this amount as a 
result of commitments to plantings. 
Previous criteria allowed two or more 
parcels with minimum acreage of 20 acres 
of prime land to qualify tor a minimum 40- 


aere 
preserve 
provided 
they 
were 
contiguous properties. 
The action paved the way for Carpinteria 
Valley lemon, avocado and flower raisers 
to come into the program. The valley this 
year had been “ gone over” by the assessor 
with resulting large property assessments 
to agriculturalists, it was pointed out. 
A note of warning was cast by Assistant 
County Counsel Melbourne Weddle, a 
member of the committee. 
He gave a 
minority report saying he felt entry of the 
smaller units “ is inconsistent with” the 
state land conservation act. and “ might 
destroy the preserve program. 
Weddle pointed out that under the new 
criteria “ hothouses which would come in 
under the program were more industrial 
than agricultural in nature.” He also felt 
$10.000 gross sales might be a better 
minimum for entry of a farm unit than 
$5.000. 
Although Carpinteria city officials said 
they are opposing the creation of preserves 
made up from smaller farm units in the 
valley, the city had no one on hand at the 
supervisors' session. They said they want 
the county to provide an in-depth study 


showing 
what the impact would be on 
urban areas nearby as well as other 
surrounding lands. 
First District Supervisor George H. 
Clyde backed the advisory committee’s 
proposals. 
He pointed out the “ northern 
part of the county is being taken care of in 
the preserve program, and the question 
was asked why couldn't the Carpinteria 
Valley area receive benefits too on the 
basis of .recognizing small farms as 
economic units.” 


Former County Planning Commissioner 
Erno Bonnebaker, a Carpinteria Valley 
rancher, backed the program. He said he 
expected to see property assessments rise 
next year even if he gets into the preserve 
program, but would hope to pay less in 
taxes than what he will pay this year. 


Farm units in the A-l-X (exclusive 
agriculture zoning district) will be eligible 
under the change where they are not 
eligible now. 
Flower raisers, however, 
would be required to put in landscaping, 
provide off-street parking, and observe 
building setbacks not now required if they 
come in under the program.

And we were good 
friends. We drank together, 
we ran together, we laughed 
together, we made money to­ 
gether. We carried on like 
wild men. After he left me, 
well. I’ll be honest about it, 
my world caved in. Uni il 
then, 
I 
was 
the 
leading 
money winner on the tour— 
and I had never even drawn 
back a putter. 
“I read Time magazine 
and see the funny lines he 
says and 1 gave him some of 
those lines. I said he’ll play 
anywhere from the Canadian 
Bacon Open to the Screen 
Door Open. I said that he’d 
give a woman golfing les­ 
sons, starting her out with 
irons and working her into 
the woods. 
“And the money, oh, the 
money. He won the cham­ 
pionships, sure, but I got the 
contracts. I got him a $100,- 
000 a year to play the Fault­ 
less golf ball, $50,000 a year 
to drive a Dodge, $50,000 a 
year to say he drinks Dr 
Pepper, big money to put a 
sombrero emblem on Blue 
Bell clothes, up to $20,000 an 
article for Golf Magazine. 
“We did so terrific that I 
think Lee and I ruined the 
endorsements 
racket 
for 
athletes. When it came out 
in the suit how much money 
we were getting, the com­ 
panies 
asked 
themselves, 
“Hey, are we paying all this 
money for this?’ Lee was the 
last athlete to get big-time 
commercial endorsements. 
“So what happened? If we 
were so close why’d he drop 
me?

On the surface, Trevino

ment.” Trevino did not want 
to share with Woy his golf 
winnings. 
When 
Woy

an d 
Trevino 
agreed to pay Woy nearly 
$250,(KM) to dissolve the ar­ 
rangement. 


But Woy and some reliable 
golf sources contend 
that 
Don 
Whittington, 
who 
is 
married to a Mexican wom­ 
an, 
and 
his cousin, 
Jess 
Whittenton, came between 
Woy and Trevino. 
Whittington and Whitten­ 
ton are from Texas, like Tre­ 
vino, and were his earliest 
financial 
backers 
on 
the 


tour. It seems they wanted 
a closer relationship with 
Trevino. “I guess Lee felt an 
allegiance to them,” said 
Woy. “Whittington especial­ 
ly talked against me. ’ 
Woy signed Trevino to a 
contract the day after Tre­ 
vino won the 1968 U.S. Open. 
He threw a $4,000 tequilla 
party that day. 


“Lee had never drunk the 
stuff before, 
with 
frosted 
glasses, 
the works,” 
said 
Woy. 
“Quite frankly, Lee 
was a beer drinker from the 
other side of the tracks. 
From then on, I spilled my 
blood for the guy. I loved 


my mother. 


Woy then established his 
own management company, 
and represented athletes in 
various sports. In one year, 
for example, 
he 
said he 
negotiated big contracts for 
four of the top seven pro 
football draftees. He said he 
was on the verge of signing 
up Pete Maravich, Bob La­ 
nier, Terry Bradshaw and 
some top young golfers. The 
suit, 
though, 
killed 
those 
deals, contends Woy. 


“I’ve gone downhill ever 
since. I’m phasing myself 
out of the business. I’ve still 
got some athletes, like Mean 
Joe Green, Ted Kwalick and 
Julius Boros. They’re great, 
especially Boros. But I found 
that athletes in general are 
ding-a-lings. 
“When I talk to young 
athletes, they’re wary. They 
figure where there’s smoke 
there’s fire.” 
Woy is now commissioner 
of the Women’s Bowlers As­ 
sociation. He also represents 
city engineers and other mu­ 
nicipal concerns in his home­ 
town, Akron, Ohio. 
“I’m a pretty savvy guy 
and the Trevino thing crip­ 
pled me but it didn’t kill 
me,” said Woy. “I’ll do all 
right. 
I 
have 
to. 
I’m 
a 
scratcher. 
Just 
a 
couple 
years ago I was a golf pro 
and happy when I sold a 
dozen 
golf 
balls 
for 
six 
bucks. Then by the time I 
was 32 I was worth a million 
bucks on paper. I own a $65,- 
000 home. I’m a member of 
the finest stag club in Akron 
—with people I caddied for. 
1 like that style of living. 
“But how can I not think 
of Lee? How can I not be 
nostalgic about the times we 
had? I was shooting craps in 
Vegas recently and a guy 
says, 
‘Hey, 
that’s 
Super- 
Mex’s man.’ And I said to 
the dice, ‘Yeah, Get hot like 
Super-Mex. C’mon. Quatro. 
Quatro.’ 
“Mutual friends tell me 
that Lee still has a soft spot 
in his heart for me. I know 
that if Lee was on his death 
bed he’d tell you, ‘Bucky 
Woy, he’s unbelievable.’ ”

& Gun With 
The 
‘Old Salt’

OCEAN FISHING 
At last it looks like salmon fishing has taken a turn for the 
better. Nothing spectacular enough to bring ones boat out 
of temporary hibernation, but nevertheless fish are being 
taken. The Red Light and Pismo Pier are two of the hot 
spots, but in fact the fish are scattered and are where one 
finds them. 
At the moment it appears as though there are mostly 
kings, with a sprinkling of silvers. The opposite of what has 
been in the past. The fish are fat and full of feed fish. In 
tact old time anglers say they have never seen so much feed 
in the water. Why hit a beat up lure when the equivalent of a 
nice juicy steak can be had for the taking. So, all in all, the 
salmon fishing fraternity feels that “happy tim es are here 
again." The future, at the moment, looks rosy. 
Rock fishing has still been good. 
No doubt the 
“sebastodes” will now get a rest, if Salmon fishing holds 
up! 
In spite of a full moon, surf fishing is still holding up well. 
Several lim its of really large barred perch are being 
caught with Guadalupe Beach a hot spot so far. With sand 
crabs scarce as bait, clam and mussels are the top getters. 
We had luck on imitation sand crabs that appeared to fool 
the perch. These were sent us a sample and so far have not 
been able to locate them in local tackle stores. 
The DFG is at present catching and releasing thousands 
of Pacific bonito into ocean waters from Southern 
California to Cedros Island off of Mexico. Biologists are so 
interested in where the released fish go that thev are 
attaching a dollar reward tag and return address to each of 
the fish. The concern is for the future of the bonito sport 
fishery. 
Until the mid 1950’s the party boat catches of bonito 
never rose above 70,000 and averaged about 40,000. Since 
then the catch has risen to a high of 1.3 million bonito in 
1964 and was dropping to 652,000 in 1970. So last year the 
catch was poor and it has not been good so far this year. 
Whether the catch fluctuates because of the number of fish 
available, or because of water temperature, or because of 
angler effort, isn't known. 
The bonito have risen to the point of being rated as the 
fourth most important game fish. 
With this in mind the 
DFG wants to learn more about the bonito’s migration 
pattern, age and growth rates. Returns of the reward tags 
are the key to success for the study which began in a small 
way three years ago and is now in high gear. Anglers are 
asked to return the tag with full data on the fish. 
Also 
mention if the tag has appeared to harm the fish. 
To date the DFG has tagged and released close to 7,000 
bonito and has got back 510 tags. 
It will be of interest to 
see if the fish have moved up this way. If so, the tag should 
be sent to the nearest DFG official. 
We have a report from the DFG that headquarters of 
Region 111 is being moved from San Francisco to the 
Veterans Home of California at Yountville, Napa County. 
The actual move will be completed by the end of 
September. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Warm weather has sort of eased up fishing pressure, both 
locally and in the north and central areas of the state. 
Another thing that will ease pressure is the early opening of 
the deer season, when many anglers will turn hunter. The 
anglers who hunt are advised to wear bright colored clothes 
for fear some gun happy hunter makes a fatal mistake! 
Humboldt County reports light fishing pressure with 
clear water predominant, and fishing fair. 
However, 
coastal salmon fishing excellent with silvers still the rule. 
A few big kinds have been caught. Sacramento River (Red 
Bluff-Tehama areas) clear cool, fishing slow account of 
intense heat. 
Merced River shows good prospects, with water clear in 
all areas. 
Fishing fair to good in this general area, but 
weather is a factor. On the Kern River weather again a 
factor, but water is clear and ideal. All tributaries medium 
fishing, cold and clear. Lake Isabella half full, cold, fair for 
trolling. 
Nearer home the report from Lake Nacimiento is that the 
weather is a factor here also. With the temperature at 100 
degrees, some anglers are trolling the flats and taking 
limits of white bass, according to Dick Kelsey recreational 
area manager. He goes on to say that bass fishing is tough 
at the moment, and the only anglers doing any good are the 
early risers or the very late evening angler. Crappie are 
still being taken by fishermen with the know how. 
Catfishing at night 
produces fish in quantity, but size 
remains on the small side, averaging around two to three 
pounds. Water temperature is close to 80 degrees, and no 
wind. 
Margarita Lake fair to good on bass using plastic worms. 
Early and late fishermen are getting the cream, weather 
hot during the day. 
Lopez Lake still getting some trout in the deep water. 
Bait the best bet, either cheese or salmon eggs. Plenty of 
sunfish being caught off the shores, also a few bass. The 
latter move around, and latest news is that some were 
taken in the Wottenburg Arm. So several bass fishermen 
tried this spot with no success, and tried many areas before 
locating the large mouths. 
Lower Nacimiento River below the dam is now receiving 
a weekly planting, but we do not know how many fish are 
distmed for this creek Fishing pressure heavy. Best bet is 
early and late, heat intense during the day. 
HUNTING 
According to a DFG report, there is little change looked 
for in the hunting picture for San Luis Obispo County. 
Access to hunting is limited by private ownership. Only 
open area is Los Padres National Forest. Fire hazard bad. 
and restricted areas will need a permit. 
Last year hunters turned in tags for 1,129 bucks, a little 
less than previous year. Outlook is for an increase in the 
take, with larger deer being killed towards the end of the 
season.

J . S . , Portland, Ore., writes: 
T h e re are two women and 
one m an here in the dry- 
c le a n in g place where I work. 
W e w om en do the same work 
a s the man, but he gets paid 
m o re because the boss says 
h e ’s training him to be a 
m a n a g e r. What can we do? 
D e a r J.S .—If the man is 
a c tu a lly in a formal training 
p ro g ra m and employes know 
ab o u t it, he can be paid a 
d iffe re n t wage. However, if 
a train in g program is open 
to o n ly one sex wage differ­ 
e n tia ls are not justified. A 
c o u rt has r u l e d that this 
p ra c tic e violates the Equal 
P a y A ct. Most instances of 
th is kind must be examined 
in d ivid u a lly . If you have ad­ 
d itio n a l questions, p l e a s e 
c o n ta c t your local Wage and 
H o u r office in Portland.

N early all those helped 
a r e women, many of them 
h ead s of families and mem­ 
b e rs of low-income groups. 
T h e D i v i s i o n’s intensified 
enforcem ent effort d u r i n g 
fis c a l year 1970 uncovered 
33 p er cent more violations 
th an the previous year, find­ 
in g $6 1 million due 17,700 
w o rk ers. E q u a l pay com­ 
p la in ts are expected to more 
th an double by the end of 
th is f i s c a l year as more 
w om en b e c o m e aware of 
th e ir legal rights.

D .L ., Cleveland, Ohio, in­ 
q u ire s : I am a nurse’s aide, 
an d wonder w h e t h e r the 
E q u a l P a y Act permits an 
e m p lo ye r to pay a woman 
less than a man for virtually 
th e sam e work if the woman 
does not perform the physi­ 
c a l labor done by the man? 


D e a r D.L.-—While the Act 
recognizes differences in du­ 
tie s m ay exist among jobs of 
s im ila r titles, it does not re­ 
q u ire that work of the man 
an d the woman be equal in 
a ll respects. Appellate courts 
h a v e r u l e d that jobs need 
not be i d e n t i c a l , but only 
“ substantially equal” to re­ 
q u ire equal pay, and that 
occasional p h y s i c a l labor 
perform ed by men but not 
w om en does not qualify men 
to receive higher pay if the 
jo b s are otherwise similar. 
In other words physical re­ 
qu irem en t c a n distinguish 
job s but they must be real 
a n d regular requirements.

D e a r B .M .—Only if a sit­ 
uation arises where a lawsuit 
is necessary. The Wage-Hour 


Division does not reveal the 
name of any employe filing 
a complaint. In fact, a per­ 
son can even file an anony­ 
mous complaint. This can be 
done by telephone or in writ­ 
ing. It is. of course, neces­ 
sary to provide enough in­ 
formation so that our field 
people know where to go find 
the alleged violation. 


M.O., Athens, Ga., writes: 
Women are often kept out of 
better-paving jobs in retail 
s t o r e s , like selling rugs, 
heavy appliances, or TVs. 
Does* the Equal Pay Act ap­ 


ply in situations like these? 
D e a r M.O.—T h e e q u a l 
pay law covers discrimina­ 
tion in wages. If the opportu­ 
nity to work in a higher-paid 
job is denied a woman with­ 
out suitable reason, the mat­ 
ter is covered by Title V II of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
and such a question should 
be r e f e r r e d to the Equal 
Opportunity Commission, 
Washington, D.C. 20506.

I know of an employer who

Dear G.W.—No. The act, 
passed by the Congress to 
eliminate discrimination in 
payment of wages on the 
basis of sex. It does not ap­ 
ply to rate d i f f e r e n t i a l s 
among employes of the same 
sex. 


L.L., A s h e v i l l e , N.C., 
writes: I just started work­ 
ing as a nurse’s aide at the 
city hospital and noticed the 
disparity in wages between 
nurse’s aides and male or­ 
derlies for almost the same 
work.

Dear W.D.—When an em­ 
ployer makes contributions 
to c e r t a i n fringe benefit 
funds for or in behalf of his 
employes, t h e s e contribu­ 
tions are treated as part of 
the person’s w a g e s and 
must, t h e r e f o r e , be com­ 
pared under the Equal Pay 
Act. The basis for this com­ 
parison is governed by a 
n u m b e r of regulations. If 
you want more detailed in­ 
formation, our Wage and 
Hour Division people in St. 
Louis will be happy to talk 
with you. 


B.D., P o m p a n o Beach, 
Fla., asks: Does an employe 
have to go to court herself 
in an Equal Pay Act case or 
will the federal government 
help? 


Dear B.D.—In certain in­ 
stances, the secretary of La­ 
bor will handle an equal pay 
court case in behalf of an 
employe or employes. It is 
also possible under the law 
for employes to file suit in 
their own b e h a l f , if they 
wish to do so.

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Future of moon 


The spectacular success of the Apollo 15 moon mission 
has sent writers digging into the word barrel to try to 
find any superlatives that might have been overlooked in 
describing the spectacular successes of its predecessors, 
Apollos 11.12 and 14. 
There aren't anv left 
But this is a good thing, for their use would only tend to 
obscure what was probably the most telling comment on 
the mission, one which, indirectly but appropriately, 
came from the mouth of children. 
According to Mrs. David R Seott. wife of the Apollo 15 
command module pilot, their two children — Tracy, 10, 
and Doug. 7 
showed “ very little emotion 
as they 
watched then father roam about on the moon. 


“They really don’t think it as being out of the 
ordinan ” 
she said. 
“ Men 
have 
been 
flying 
in 
spacecraft as long as they have been alive.” 
Old-timers who can remember when men definitely 
did not fly in spacecraft, when there weren t even such 
things as artificial satellites that went “ beep, beep, 
are 
brought up short by this kind of statement. 


Vet the Apollo series, and the Gemini series and 
Mercury series before it. have worked subtle changes in 
all o! us. whatever our ages and however much we might 
protess disinterest in or opposition to the whole idea of 
exploring space. 
Even the New York Times, never wildly enthusiastic 
about manned space tlight, has gone so far as to suggest 
that Apollo 15 has opened the door to the colonization of 
the moon, 


The superb television image that cam e across 240,000 
miles of space was that of “ a friendly moon,” it says, a 
place where men could walk and ride and work with 
ease. 
“ The moon now em erges as a potentially habitable 
new world with new resources. 
As such, it provides 
badly needed hope that the growing pressures on this 
overcrowded, overpolluted earth may yet be eased by 
technical progress that will make men at home on two 
worlds, not just one.” 
This would seem to be some little time in the future, 
however. 
The cost of sending men to the moon, 
maintaining them there and returning them to earth is 
still far, far in excess of the value of whatever new 
resources or growing room might be available there for 
the world's teeming billions. 
There are other obstacles. The moon’s lower gravity is 
both an advantage and a hindrance. 
Men grown 
accustomed to it. especially moon children who might be 
born and grow up in domed moon cities, could find 
themselves forever cut off from mother earth. 
Space could work absolute physical changes as well as 
psychological ones in human beings. 
Nevertheless, all this will com e to pass someday. No 
m atter what difficult times might face the space 
program in the immediate years ahead, the long-range 
future is one of continuing exploration, discovery and 
utilization. 
Having crossed the threshhold of space, we 
can never completely return from it again. 
And after all. men have always been flying in space­ 
craft, haven t they?

B\ the original calculations of the 
Nixon administration it would take 
something over two years to gain 
control of the executive branch of 
the 
government

needed to replace the holdovers with 
Nixon men and to get the feel of how 
men work with one another. 
It will be noted that a little over 
two years (actually two years and 
three months) was up in late April 
or early May of this year. 
T h e 
N i x o n 
s t r a t e g i s t s 
had 
calculated 
that 
to 
c o n t r o l 
t h e 
g o v e r n m e n t 
it 
would be necessary 
to control 300 key 
positions. But they 
decided it would be 
safer

Nixon plods along, working to open 
the negotiating door a little every 
time it 
seem s about to slam shut 
with finality, paying no attention to

sending Secretary of State William 
Rogers, then Assistant Secretary 
Joseph 
Sisco, 
then 
operating 
through 
third 
c ou nt r i e s 
and 
unofficial 
representatives, 
slowly 
keeping some sort of movement, 
how ever 
in co n seq u en tia l 
and 
however unpromising, in the belief 
that 
these 
slight 
motions 
in 
themselves may prevent the area 
from erupting until such time as an 
opportunity for a solution presents 
itself. 
Nixon approached the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks with Russia 
in 
the 
sam e 
way. 
Even 
after 
Moscow’s leadership had made it 
clea r the Kremlin would welcome 
talks, the President waited, waited 
and waited until some observers 
gave up in despair. 
T h e 
R u s s i a n 
i n v a s i o n 
of 
Czechoslovakia gave Nixon a sound 
reason for waiting, of course. But 
even 
had 
there 
been 
no 
Czech 
invasion, it is most probable that 
Nixon would have waited just as 
long before acting. 
For it was months before Nixon's 
d i s a r m a m e n t 
s t r a t e g i s t s 
had 
recalculated 
again 
all 
possible 
angles of all possible forms of arm s 
control and before U.S. diplomats 
had explored again every angle of 
Russian mtent. political, military, 
economic and psychological. Then 
Nixon moved — but slowly.

few 
observations: 
1. The President is pledged to 
“ stand 
by 
our 
friends,” 
which 
means in this case Nationalist China 
(hereinafter, 
Taiwan), 
and 
Mr. 
Rogers did not disappoint us insofar 
as he announced that the United 
States would support a two-China 
policy, i.e. one seat (the m ajor seat: 
the one that takes with it a seat in 
the Security Council) for Red China, 
a second seat for Taiwan. Moreover, 
it was quickly explained that the 
United States would vote to consider 
the 
exclusion 
of 
Taiwan 
as 
an 
“ important question, 
requiring a 
two-thirds majority of the General 
Assembly. 
Whether 
the 
Security 
Council would have the authority to 
veto, 
in 
this 
special 
set 
of 
circum stances, is not clear. 
Now the Taiwanese have all along 
said that they will not sit in New 
York alongside the Red Chinese, and 
vice versa. We must assume that 
the Red Chinese have modified their 
position at least to the point of 
permitting a general discussion 
of the m atter in the 
chancelleries of the 
w o r l d 
w i t h 
a 
backdrop of silence, 
not 
counting 
its 
perfunctory refusal 
to 
engage 
in 
a 
discussion 
of 
the 
m atter right now 


On the other hand, we do not know 
what Red China proposes to do at 
the end of the line. If the U.N. votes 
to give her the China seat on the 
Security Council, and the Taiwanese 
agree, however grudgingly, to stay 
in the U.N., will Red China go 
along? Or would she. at that point, 
turn her back on the U.N. as she has 
historically promised to do9 
By the sam e token. Taiwan would 
need to reverse a previous pledge, 
should 
it 
decide 
to 
accept 
Red 
Chinese incorporation by the U.N. 
There 
will 
no 
doubt 
be 
great 
pressures 
put 
on 
Taiwan to 
be 
reasonable — or will there? 
It is clear that the objective of the 
Administration, at this point, 
is 


detente with Red China. If we have 
reason to believe that Red China 
will be ultimately intransigent, then 
there is reason to put less than total 
pressure on Taiwan. In other words, 
there is official reason to hope, 
however 
surreptitiously, 
that 
Taiwan will indeed walk out of the 
U.N., leaving moot the question of 
kicking her out. That way, the U.S. 
government would have put up a 
public fight for her old friend, and, 
lugubriously, lost; because of the 
friend’s obduracy. 
An Red China 
would coast in having won the day. 
The thing to look for. obviously, is 
the kind of pressure being put on 
Taiwan. It won’t be readily visible. 
But 
with the senators nowadays 
giving us blow by blow accounts of 
what even the CIA is doing in the 
area, we should get a fair idea, 
before long, what it is that the 
United States really desires Taiwan 
to do. If we really desire Taiwan 
out, that means that, at Peking, 
Chou En-lai did not give Henry 
Kissinger even one one-hundredth ot 
a bloom. 


2. Mr, Rogers rhetoric is. really, 
truly unguarded. He said exactly 
what one would have expected him 
to say about the universality of the 
United Nations, etc.. etc. He even 
said: “ In October, 1969. President 
Nixon said with regard to Latin 
Am erica 
that 
we 
must 
deal 
realistically with governments...as 


they are. 
Okay, 
so 
why 
haven’t 
we 
recognized Castro s Cuba? Those 
who say that Mr Nixon s position on 
China has obviously matured into 


the current belief in universality of 
membership will have to cope with 
the extrem ely sharp rejoinder given 
by Mr. Nixon to a questioner who, 
during the President’s appearance

Editors 
last 
spring, 
wondered why, post Ping Pong, we 
don’t recognize Castro Cuba. But we

P referrin g 
simply to ignore them? 


District Attorney David D. Minier 
appeared to have closed the door the 
other day on county prosecution of 
law enforcement officers who - as 
many allege — went beyond the call 
of duty last June in suppressing Isla 
Vista disorders.

Carpenter still wrestles with the 
problem of how to resolve personnel 
problems now growing to more than 
life size. 
There was some sharp questioning 
of Minier toward the end of the 
press conference in which the D A. 
said 
there 
was lack of positive 
evidence 
to 
prosecute 
any

enforcement officer involved in the 
Isla Vista encounters.

Honey is a departmental veteran 
with a dozen years behind him. 
Isla Vistans know 
him as their 
mortal enem y; they say he has 
inf iltrated their ranks using a dozen 
or more disguises, “ busting” more 
of their set than any dozen other 
officers. 
Reporters are endeavoring to get 
these 
questions 
answered 
about 
Honey; 
Did Honey drop gas canisters by 
accident, or otherwise, in the area 
of milling rioters on a given night 
from a helicopter in which he was 
stationed 
while 
directing 
riot 
squads? 
And did Honey, as an Isla Vista 
field commander, or someone else, 
issue a “ get tough 
order to the 
visiting Los Angeles riot specialists 
which many area residents contend 
caused 
a 
“ police 
riot” 
in 
the 
community? 
The rumors continued to mount 
this week. Will Honey get a medical 
discharge to provide for a graceful 
exit? Is Honey under psychiatric 
c a r e ? 
( S h e r i f f 
C a r p e n t e r 
emphatically says this is “ false.” ) 
Minier says he doesn't want to file 
“ unprovabie 
ch arges' 
against
